Spectacular 
Test With 
Sodium Vapor | 


LONDON (UP)—A lead- 
ing British rocket expert 
and scientist predicted today 
that the United States may 
fire a sodium-vapor rocket 
into the night skies over) 
New Mexico next month 
which would light the 
heavens artifically to the 
brightness of the full moon. 

Prof. D. R. Bates, of Queen's 
University, Belfas:, said he has 
proposed such an experiment to 
the British Royal Society, which 
today announced Britain's entry 
into the international race to ex- 
plore outer space. 

But Bates admitted that Am- 
erican scientists, with a strong 
lead oyer Britain. in such mat-) 
ters, may beat Britain tp the 
punch. 

Bates said he recommended a 
rocket that would release a few| 
pounds of sodium vapor about; 
60 miles above the earth. } 

But he said American scien- 
tists, already engaged in such} 
research, probably will try the 
experiment around Sept. 6 or 7 
over New Mexico 

“If my ideas are correct,” 
Bates said, “a few' pounds of 
sodium vapor would create a 
yellow light which would be 
most spectacular. 

“The best effects probably 
would be obtained at twilight 
when the sodium would produce 
i ch light as the full moon,” 
Bates said.

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The Tragedy of Buttle 


TRIPPED OF ALL ITS LEGAL 

verbiage, the Order - in - Council 
approved by Cabinet this week rela- 
tive to Buttle Lake means that the 
“jewel of Strathcofia Park” is to be 
wrecked. 

The pledge that this outstanding 
wilderness lake would be preserved 
under a modified, go-easy power 
development plan has been tossed 
aside; the Power Commission has 
been granted authority to raise the 
level of water to 730 feet which 
means, in simple fact, that the fine 
beaches will be drowned, spawning 
shelves ruined and adjacent borders 
laid waste, since this is a full 24 feet 
above high water. 

An estimated 200 million feet of 
primeval forest will be logged and, 
according to the Cabinet, “sold at 
public auction.” Since there is only 
one major company in the area, and 
one logging road, it is quite clear 
that this timber will go to Elk Falls, 
an American-owned corporation 
which came to this Island for its 
good harbours, and timber acquired 
under Forest Management Licence, 
and now will enjoy further advant- 
ages at the sacrifice of park values. 

The original plan, it will be re- 
called, was to create a dam at Up- 
per Campbell and move on to Buttle 
in 1958 only if added storage became 
necessary. Now, The Times learns 
on excellent authority, specifications 
are out for both phases and it is in- 
tended to push through the project 
while the public is lulled by an im- 
posing list of.“restrictions” which, on 
close examination, are not restric- 
tions at all but measures to be de- 
fined and determined at the whim 
of the Water Comptroller and the 
Minister of Lands. 

Thus the far-sighted plans of a 
1911 government to set aside Buttle 
Lake and Strathcona Park as a re 
creation ‘centre for future genera- 
tions have been brushed aside »by 
the mere stroke of a pen. The er- 
ror, originally committed when the 
Liberal government jammed through 
an Order-in-Council in the dying 
minutes of a 1951 legislative session, 
has been compounded by the Social 
Credit cabinet and has made the 
phrase “people’s government” a hol- 
low mockery. 

The great and abiding tragedy of 
this sorry catalogue is that the Power 


Commission has never shown—not 
even today—that it is necessary to 
flood Buttle Lake. In fact, the 
power statistics available indicate 
the contrary. 

Right now there is 180,000 h.p. 
available, adequate for present needs 
and with 20,000 h:p. to spare. In- 
cluded in this figure is 45,000 h.p. 
now used by the B.C. Electric which | 
will be released next year when the 
submarine cable from the mainland 


comes into being. | 
The Island’s power potential at} 


the end of 1958 is 210,000 h.p., made 
up of 105,000 h.p. under construc- 
tion at Ladore Falls; 35,000 h.p. the 


* Power Commission estimates avail- 


able additionally at Puntledge; and 
70,000 when the second stage of Up- 
per Campbell dam is built. 

This 210,000 h.p. equals the esti- 
mated demand at the end of three 
years, taking in BCER require- 
ments, a normal increase of 11 per 


cent for each of the next three years, 
and the horsepéwer ‘to be required | 
by new pulp mills at Campbell River | 
and ‘Crofton. 

Thus it will be seen that—if this 
work is not stopped—at the end of 
three years the B.C. Power Commis- | 
sion will have developed a surplus of 
power on Vancouver Island greater | 
than its present sales, which now} 
include the 45,000 h.p. to be released 
by. B.C. Electric next year. 

This power grab is as unneces- 
sary today as it will be three years 
hence, when additional cables from 
the mainland and the immense poten- 
tial of the Fraser River may be 
brought in. But in three years the |

In the first place, the four points

Put this pay 
in. dollar terms, and you get some s 
prises; The official exchange rate is 
four rubles to the dollar. (The rate is 
wholly artificial but accept it for pur 
poses. of argument.) . You. then. have an 
average monthly wage ‘of $225-——not high 
for an American worker, but not im- 
possibly low.

Making Money on Long Lunches 


ONDON — Walter Taplin, writing in the 
the weekly Spectator, has been compar: 
ing how the English and the North American 
businessman take their lunch-hours. Follow-

lantic, he was. greatly im- 
pressed by the way the U.S 
and Canadian businessman 
regards lunch as just a ne 
cessary break in the essen 
tial work and a 

short break at that. 

“What would happen if 
you suggested to the aver- 
age British businessman 
that three-quarters of an 

Reyburn = —s hour wis enough time for 
lunch, one hour plenty, and an hour and 
a quarter too much?” he asks 

“I have an idea that he would be a little 
contemptuous. What is the sense of being an 
important person, in a small way, if 
you can't take a couple of hours over your 
lunch? Really big men, in London, ask their 
guests nowadays to drop in at club at 12.30, 
drink a couple of large Martinis, order a long 
lunch with a bottle of wine, and get back to 
the office at exuding brandy fumes 
and smokiag the end of a large cigar. That's 
the way the British businessman lives—if 
you really mean living

In the 
of epilepsy, there. are hundreds of thousand 
of epileptics who never had a fit and never 
will have one, and yet they can pass on the 
disease to their children and grandchildren 

Incidentally, I- hope-a few dozen epileptics 
do not sit right down to write me a scathing 
letter that not of have a 
violent and almost uncontrollable temper. Of 
course, they do not. I know many epileptics 
who are lovely, gentle pérsons. I hate to 
write about epilepsy because many rela 
of the epileptics hurt and made 
angry at the véry sound of the searing word 
But I must write of this disease because the 
country is so full of parents who, when con 
vulsions appear in one of their children, do 
not know where to turn for information and 
expert help. I often get help for them from 
Mr. Gray, of the National Epilepsy League, 
130 N. Wells Street, Chicago 6, Illinois.
